INTERIOR OFFICIAL COMMENTS ON SECURITY PRESERVATION MOVEMENT

[Article by Tran Dong, Vice Minister of the Ministry of Interior": “Initial Results 
of the Campaign to Build Pure, Strong People's Public * Forces and Promote 
the Mass Movement to Defend the Security of the Homelani" 


[Text On 19 May 1981, commemorating the 8lst birthday of our beloved Uncle Ho, we 
concluded the seconi phase of the campaign to “Build pure strong People's Public 
Security Forces and promote the mass movement to defend the security of the homeland 
in the new situation,” in accordance with Directive No 92, dated 25 June 1960, of 
the Secretariat of the Party Central Committee. 


In the 10 months it has been carried out, the campaign has won encouraging victo- 
ries. It may be said that it is one of the major campaigns in the sphere of the 
struggle to defend political security and maintain social order and safety, which is 
under the centralised, unified leadership of the party committee echelons. It 
develops the collective mastership right of the 
effectiveness of the state. The closer one gets 
situation, the more clearly one realises the grea 
masses when lead and mobilised by the party. In all 
good working methods, new factors, advanced models, and examples 
and good deeds in the mass movement to defend the security of the homeland and build 
pure, strong People's Public Security Forces. 


Immediately after the Secretariat of the Party Central Committee issued Directive 
No 92, the party committee echelons, governmental administrations, units, and 
localities directly reviewed the situation and decided to carry out 4 campaign in 
the units and localities, with specific plans, programs, and requirements. The 
party committees of 25 provinces and municipalities issued specialised directives 
amid resolutions regarding the building of pure, strong People's Public Security 
Forces and the promotion of the mass sovement to defend the security of the home- 
land; urgently organised the study and thorough explanation of the Political Bureau 
resolution regarding the task of defending political security and maintaining 
social order and safety in the new situation, ami Directive No 92 of the Secretariat 
of the Party Central Committee; and did a good job of guiding the criticism and 
self-criticiem political activity cycle in the People's Public Security Forces, 
while also directly guiding the fulfillment of the mission of defending security 
and order ani doing a good job of carrying out the campaign in the locality.

In the process of organieing and guiding the campaign, the unites and localities 
always tie in the mss movement to defend the seourity of the homeland with the 
other campaigns of the party and state, always guide the mass novement to defend 

the seourlty of the homeland toward effective service of the political missions, 
contribute to consolidating the base-level organisations in the key areas, and serve 
the sincere interests of the masses in each period of time. Lang Son Province 
mobliised the cadres of the sectors and mass associations, including rearly 200 
public security cadres, and set up 63 unite to work at the base level to directly 
mobliige and guide the ethnic minority peoples in developing production, organizing 
their lives, launching a movement to defend the security of the homeland, con- 
solidating political bases, suppressing the enemy and bad elements, and building 

& people's security defense line in the border area. Therefore, lang Son, which had 
been an average province with regard to the movement to defend security and order, 
in 1980 for the first time became a province with the most outstanding accomplish- 
ments in the mass movement to defend the security of the homeland and build pure, 
strong People's Public Security forces. It was awarded the circulating award flag 
of Uncle Ho. 


In the movement to defend the security of the homeland, many places have combined 
educating the masses to voluntarily obey the state laws with drafting and doing a 
good job of implementing regulations regarding the maintenance of security and order 
in the locality, and with positively managing, educating, and struggling to trans- 
form the criminals, while also uncovering for the Public Security organ much 
valuable information regarding political security and social order and safety. 

The people helped the Public Security organ promptly stop and suppress many enemy 
intelligence and espionage activities, discover and arrest hundreds of people 
engaged in destructive activities, uncover thousands of instances of the theft of 
state property and thousands of other crimes, arrest more than 400 gangs of 
hooligans, and discover and posing as troops or public security policemen to 
engage in illegal activities. 


Many units and localities have closely combined the People's Public Security Forces, 
the People's Army, and the sectors ani mass associations, and have closely combined 
the mass movement with the professional methods of the specialized organs. In 
Hanoi, Ho Chi Minh City, Hai Phong, Quang Ninh, Nghe Tinh, Quang Nam-Da Nang, etc., 
the People's Army forces cooperate closely with People's Public Security Forces, 
continually patrol to maintain security and order. They have uncovered and mopped 
up humireds of gangs of thieves. Fifteen localities have organized nearly 300 
units to hunt down and arrest thieves. Those plain-clothes units continually patrol 
the streets, bus stations, train stations, and parks, and have promptly stopped and 
suppressed many dangerous activities on the part of violent hooligans. 


Under the direct leadership of the party committees, the movement to defend the 
security of the homeland in many localities has begun to be carried out simulta- 
neously with all other activities; combine security and national defense with pro- 
duction, life, culture, society, organization, and thought; to oppose negative 
phenomena in economic and social life; develop the combined strength of the prole- 
tarian dictatorship system; utilize all forces, in which the People's Public 
Security Forces are the hard-core forces; and carry out all measures (management, 
education, economic, administrative, legal, etc.). With creative working methods, 











it combines the mass campaign to defend the security of the homela d with the 
consolidation of political bases and the organisation of continuous offensive 
campaigns to achieve mastery, in order to continually attack and mop up the counter- 
revolutionaries and the other criminals, concentrates its leadership and guidance 
and concentrates forces in the key areas, and concentrates struggle on the principal 
objectives. Therefore, in many unite and localities the movement to defend security 
and order has undergone good transformations. Exemplary in that regard are the dis- 
tricts of Cao Loc (lang Son Province), Cu Chi (Ho Chi Minh City), Chau Giang (Hai 
Hung Province), Ung Hoa (Ha Son Binh Province), Tien Son (Ha Bac Province), Don 
Duong (Cam Dong Province), Phuoc Long (Song Be Province), etc. In 1979, 12 Sub- 
precincts in Ho Chi Minh City attained advanced standards regarding the defense of 
security and order. In 1960, the total increased to 38 sub-precincts; 74 average 
Ssub-precincts advanced to the good category, and 28 villages and two towns on the 
outskirts of the city advanced from "good" to “advanced.” During the last 6 months 
of 1980, Ho Chi Minh City organised a series of four campaigns to mop up hooligans 
and contributed to reducing the number of criminal violations in 1960 by 5.4 percent 
in comparison to 1979. In Lam Dong, in the course of the campaign 17 key villages 
became a solid security defense line. 


The mass movement to defend the security of the homeland has contributed worthily 
to the prompt uncovering and suppression of many schemes and acts of the counter- 
revolutionaries, especially the spies and lackey reactionaries of China and the 
U.S. imperialists. It has actively straggled to prevent them from causing trouble 
and fomenting disturbances, ani has firmly maintained political security ina very 
complicated situation; promptly stopped and surpassed many plots and acts of the 
other criminals; done a better job of protecting socialist property and the lives 
and property of the people; and assured social order and safety. During the last 6 
months of 1980, the number of violations of socialist property and criminal laws, 
especially major offences, declined considerably. law violations on railroads 
declined by 12 percent in comparison to the first six months of the year. In 1960, 
the number of thefts of state property declined by 65 percent in comparison to 
1979. During the first 3 months of 1961 the security and order situation con- 
tinued to improve. The number of violations of state property declined by 15 per- 
cent in comparison to the same period last year, and declined by nearly 40 percent 
in comparison to the fourth quarter of 1960. The number of criminal violations 
declined by 8 percent in comparison to the same period last year and by 10 percent 
in comparison to the last 3 months of 1980. 


Simultaneous with the mass movement to defend the security of the homeland, and by 
means of that movement, the units and localities have continually stepped up the 
building of pure, strong People's Public Security Forces. 


Many party committees have regularly listened to reports, expressed opinions, and 
directly guided the building of truly pure and strong with regard to politics, 
thought, and organization. The sectors and mass associations in many units and 
localities have done a good job of carrying out the system of regularly contributing 
criminal opinions to the Public Security forces and have strengthened solidarity and 
work coordination with the various echelons of the Public Security Forces in the 
struggle to maintain order and security. They have especially strengthened coopera- 
tion with the components of the People's Army. A number of units and localities in 

















Ho Chi Minn City, Hanol, Hai Phong, ete., have done a good job of organising the 
system of regular Public Security self-criticiam in the presence of the people, and 
the people have sincerely contributed constructive opinions to the Public Seourity 
Foroes, 


Under the tight leadership and guidance of the party committees, the People's Public 
Security Forces are etrengthening and perfecting their organization, improving their 
working methods, improving their leadership ami guidance, and exercising central- 
ized, unified, uninterrupted, sharp, and highly effective command, in order to 
inorease labor productivity and the effectiveness of work and combat, and outstand- 
ingly fulfill all missions. The People's Public Seourity Forces have concentrated 
on cultivation, study, and training in order to improve the quality of the cadres 
and men, on improving organigation, on increasing combat strength, and on adding 
personnel to the units engaged directly in combat anid to the district and base- 
level Public Security units. During the last few moths of 1980, nearly 12 percent 
of the Ministry personnel were sent to supplement the localities, and thousands of 
people have been sent from the Public Security services ami bureaus to supplement 
the Public Security forces participating directly in combat and production in the 
districts, bases, towns, and bases. We must reorganize the corps of cadres, 
especially the key cadres, in order to develop the capabilities of each person and 
the combined strength of the corps of cadres. In addition to strengthening the 
management, education, and training of cadres andi men, promptly rewarding and 
emphatically praising the new elements and advanced models, and the launching of 
study movements in the units, the awarding Public Security cadres and men of the 
designation of Hero of the People's Public Security Forces, and the study of the 
heroic examples of the heroic martyrs Dinh Trong Lich and Le The Bui and the good 
people and good deeds in the units, the Public Security echelons are reassigning 
cadres and men who are incapable of doing public security work and purging those who 
have degenerated from the Public Security forces. Those who have violated laws have 
been dealt with according to law, while people who have good political quality 

and have been educated in colleges or specialized middle schools and have the 
necessary professional knowledge necessary have supplemented the Public Security 
units at the various echelons. 


In addition to building specialized forces,the localities have paid adequate atten- 
tion to consolidating the village public security forces to defend the organs and 
enterprises and the building of extensive people's security teams in the units and 
localities. 


At present, the party committees and governmental administrations of the sectors 
and localities are giving priority to creating all necessary conditions for the 
Public Security forces to recruit cadres and men, such as the application of the 
military obligation system regarding college graduates who are working in the sec- 
tors, students who have graduated from specialized colleges and middle schools, 
workers ‘especialized large-scale industry workers), and members of the People's 
Army who have fulfilled their military obligations, are young and healthy, have 
good quality, have the necessary eduacational level, and are capable of doing public 
security work, in order to supplement the public security sector, ani to recruit 
ethnic minority people so that they can be trained to become People's Public 
Security cadres and men. 











The tasks of building the party, and building the Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth Union 
and women's organisations in the public security sector have been strengthened. 


The public security forces are being purified and improved with regard to both 
political-ideological quality and organisation. Most of the cadres and men of the 
People's Public Seourity forces which are stationed in villages, defend organs and 
absolutely loyal to the party, to the homeland, and to the people, and fulfill their 
missions well, 


In 1980, on the occasion of the 35th anniversary of the founding of the Vietnam 
People's Security Forces, the party and state awarded the People's Armed Security 
Forces the Gold Star Medal, 45 units and 19 cadres and men were awarded the 
designation Hero of the People's Armed Forces, 1,232 units and 170 cadres and men 
were awarded the “Determined to Win" designation, and nearly 4,000 cadres and men 
were awarded the "Warrior of Emulation" designation. In some units and localities 
the number of cadres and men violating discipline has declined. In lang Son the 
number declined by 75 percent in comparison to 1979. 


In addition to the accomplishments, which are basic, there are still some units and 
localities which have not carried out the campaign uniformly and strongly, and their 
results have been limited. A number of public security organs at the various 
echelons have not done a good job of fulfilling their function of being a staff 
organ for the party committees and governmental administrations, while also being 
key, hard-core forces on front of the struggle to protect political security and 
maintaining social order and safety in the units and localities. Some of the public 
security cadres and men are still not pure and strong. 


At present, the party committees, units, and localities are continuing to guide inm- 
plementation and are preparing to preliminarily recapitulate the second phase and 
gain experience in order to draft specific programs and plans for the organization 
and guidance of the third phase, so that the campaign can attain the requirements 
set forth by the Secretariat of the Party Central Committee. The party committees 
in the localities are guiding the perfection of organization, the improvement of 
working methods, the strengthening of the task of managing, educating, and training 
cadres and men, and the development of the People's Public Security forces, so that 
they can truly be strong armed forces which attack sharply. We must continue to 
carry out the mass movement to defend the security of the homeland. It must be 
developed uniformly, continuously, strongly, and solidly in all units and locali- 
ties, especially in the key areas. We must develop the spirit of collective social- 
ist mastery of the working people in the sphere of defending security and order, so 
that all citisens may truly be security personnel, and we must combine the movement 
to defend the security of the homeland with the other campaigns and movements and 
with the implementation of the stands and policies of the party and state. The mass 
movement to defend the security of the homeland must be oriented toward effectively 
serving the fulfillment of the local political missions. In the immediate future, 
the campaign must be oriented toward defending and serving the implementation of 

the new constitution, the election of delegates to the National Assembly and the 
people's councils and party congresses at the various levels, leading to the Fifth 
of the 1961 state plan.

ETHNIC MINORITY PEOPLE SAID TO HELP DEFEND LANG SON PROVINCE

[Text | Every time one goes to the homeland's northern border area one can see more 
clearly the ugly, cowardly schemes of the Chinese reactionaries toward our country. 
There are still vestiges of the crimes they committed in February 1979, and they 
commit additional crimes every day. Schools, day-care centers, nursery schools, 
stables, retail stores, and market stalls erected by the people had been destroyed 
by large-caliber artillery shells fired from across the border. When one sets foot 
in Cao Loc, Trang Dinh, Van Lang, or in any other place along the Chinese border, 
one sees signs of devastation by the enemy. Standing beside the soybean milk 
enterprise in the town of Na Sam that had been blown to bits by the enemy, comrade 
Chu Thong, of the Tay ethnic group, who is Secretary of the Party Committee of Van 
Lang District, said that in addition to carrying out armed provocations and causing 
trouble, the Beijing reactionaries have also used many barbarous schemes to harm us 
economically, disturb political security, create division and enmity among the 
ethnic groups, collect intelligence, and spread false information in order to 
create confusion and suspicion. 


In Van Lang, reactionaries have set fire to forests and rice fields. Psychological 
warfare gift packages, containing good-quality perfume, fragrant soap, filter 
cigarettes, hair tonic, wash cloths, mirrors, combs, thread, ointments, candy and 
cookies, ani even toys, are accompanied by reactionary leaflets which distort his- 
tory and encourage the ethnic minority people to cross over into China. Along the 
border the Chinese have openei many additional markets and stores, displaying all 
kinds of consumer goods, to impress the credulous with the wealth of China. 
Powerful psychological warfare loudspeakers have been set up across the border. 
They are usually bombastic, both threatening war and deceivingly inviting "our 
Vietnamese brothers and comrades" to come over and visit the markets. “Those who 
have money may bring it and buy things, and those who have goods may exchange 
them. “hose who have neither money nor goods may still come over, take goods home, 
and pay for them later!" They send their lackeys to the ethnic group villages to 
encourage the Nung and the Dao to fight the Vietnamese and boycott the Tay. They 
encourage the people not to join cooperatives, allow their chidren to join the 
army or the militia, or help the public security police and troops, and seek all 
Ways to separate the people from the armed forces. 











The enemy are wily and have employed many insidious schemes and plots toward Lang 
Son, but what have they gained? 


It must be said at the outset that although they were face-to-face with the enemy, 
during the past year the cooperatives along the border had successful rice, corn, 
and potato harvests. An example was the Trung Quan cooperative in Van Lang Dis- 
trict. It was evident that all the families had enough to eat. They all had many, 
or at least some, bamboo baskets full of rice amd potatoes. In the pens there were 
two or three hogs, and there was a flock or two of chickens. One of the poorest 
laborers in Tong Kit hamlet, Mr. Luong Binh Khuyen, a 60-year-old member of the 
Tay ethnic group, had more than half a bamboo basket full of rice, and piles of 
corn, soybeans, and sweet potatoes on his wooden floor, even though he had not yet 
harvested his rice. Like many other households in the hamlet, his family had 
several manioc plots which were planted 3 years ago and hadn't been dug up. Luong 
Viet Nghe,his son, who was in charge of a production unit and was a militiaman ina 
mobile combat unit, laughly boasted that the family hadn't used all of its rice, 
corn, potatoes, or even dried manioc, so if they dug up the manioc they would have 
nowhere to store it. In his production unit, in the cooperative, etc., everyone was 
hoping that provincial personnel would come to buy it. While we were speaking 
with him, we heard the tumultuous sound of a rice husker reverberating throughout 
the hamlet. There have seldon been years when, in March and April, all the families 
have husked so much ric... Their prosperity can also be seen in the chubs and mud 
carps caught in the ponus and lakes and divided up among the cooperative members to 
improve their diet. The cooperative has seven hectares of ponds. It didn't pay 
much attention to fishing, but last year it earned 7,000 or 8,000 dong .Herds of 
fat, round water buffaloes, after a hard day of plowing and harrowing, were conten- 
tedly nibbling grass on green, grassy hills, After only 2 years the cooperative's 
water buffalo herds had been restored, and were numerous, fat, and strong. 


At Lung Sang, in Trang Dinh District, the cooperative had been devastated by the 
Chinese reactionaries, and it seemed that it could never be restored. But during 
the past year Lung Sang has undergone outstanding growth. It is located on a high 
mountain and is made up of nearly 20 families, nearly all of which are Dao. It was 
assisted by the Tay, Nung, and Vietnamese living in nearby villages. After one or 
two production seasons, the people of the hamlet had a surplus of food. The situa- 
tion of the people having to go into the forest several months a year to dig up 
roots to eat has been ended. Mr. Trieu Van Phau, the cooperative director, said 
that the people of Lung Sang had just enjoyed a happy Tet, and had more meat and 
cakes than ever. All of the Dao people are pleased over the arrest of Nong Van Y 
and Be Hong, lackeys of the Beijing reactionaries. They admitted that they had set 
fire to houses of people living in Lung Sang hamlet and then spread rumors that Tay 
and Nung people, and regular army troops, had committed the crimes in order to 
obtain revenge against the Dao people. Once the true nature of the enemy is 
realized, many doubts and suspicions among the ethnic minority peoples are 
eliminated. During the recent Tet holidays the entire Lung Sang hamlet joyfully 
participated in a ceremony to accept into the clan people from other ethnic groups 
who were living in Lung Sang and were working for the hamlet, including Miss Ngoan, 
a Tay teacher, and the young Vietnamese public security policeman Tran Quan. The 
director could not conceal his emotion when showing visitors from the province a 
picture-prety school with three well-ventilated classrooms, and with desks, chairs, 
and blackboards which still had the smell of fresh wood. He said that the school 
was not large but all of the children in the hamlet could study and play. Adults 











Came at night to learn reading under the light of lanterns. The Lung Sang artistic 
troupe also trains there, He regretted that we could not lesten to singing and 
Watch the play "Vang Sang Hong," a collective creation, which deals with the 
patriotism of the Dao people and their determination to defend to the end every 
inch of the border. The school teacher Miss Danh, the director's daughter, was the 
narrator and played the main role. On that day, his daughter and the other per- 
formers in the troupe had gone to practice shooting. The happy news that a militia- 
woman named on had hit the 10-point circle three times was spread all over Lung 
Sang ham’et. The director and Mr. Sao Quang Sen, the oldest person in the hamlet, 
joked that the Chinese troops were like a pestilence, that they said good things 
but had evil intentions. Our daughters must also know how to shoot guas. 


Strength results from hatred of the enemy. The more clearly they realize the true 
nature of the enemy, the more healthy and stable are the lives of our comrades 
living in the gateway province of Lang Son. Plowing their fields, transplanting 
rice, weeding, and fertilizing under the threatening guns of the enemy, in an area 
along the border, the pease: * Tuy Hung B Village are unwilling to let the weeds 
erow. Only a few small f' ids ure taken over by the reactionary Chinese troops to 
dig trenches, and the loc. militiamen and public security policemen resolutely 
repulsed them. The child ‘Ll go to school clutching their, satchels and play 
on the small school yard which still bears the vestiges of enemy artillery emplace- 
ments. One can still hear the sound of xylophones and flutes, as well as the love 
songs of the young men and women after the sun sets. On day was also a day on which 
the village people put on good clothes and took their vegetables, soybeans, persim- 
mons, dried tea, fresh bamboo roots, forest game, medicinal roots, as well as other 
goods they had produced, to exchange at the district market, which was very busy. 


It may be said that not only last year, but over the course of many years, hundreds 
of thousands of ethnic group people in Lang Son, with their proper, determined, ar’! 
attractive way of life, truly contributed to, along with the People's Public 
Security Forces a:d the othe defensive forces, defeating the insidious plots and 
schemes of the commandoes, spies, and lackeys of the Beijing reactionaries against 
Lang Son and our homeland. When we visited Van Lang, Cao Loc, Trung Quan, and Tan 
Yen, which border on China, the local leadership cadres all told us that nearly all 
of the lairs and secret hideouts of the Chinese reactionary lackeys had been dis- 
covered and eliminated. Those gangs had been planted in Lang Son during the years 
in which they were building the "friendship" road and irrigation dams, during the 
"cultural revolution” period. No matter how they were disguised, the in-place 
lackey spies, commandoes, and intelligence agents have fallen into the net. The 
people have contributed to all accomplishments in the maintenance of security. A 
Dao teenager in Mau Son Village, Cao LOc District, boldly captured six Chinese 
lackeys. When he discovered them, the teenager cleverly took a short-cut through 
the forest to inform the militia, who promptly surrounded and arrested the enemy. 
The enemy had weapons and offered goold and sheafs Vietnamese and Chinese money to 
seduce ar.” threaten, but could not affect the teenager and the resolute, brave 
militiawomen. Mrs. Hoang Thi Mot, a Nung who was more than 50 years old, cleverly 
captured a dangerous spy who was attempting to flee. In Xuan Le an old Tay man had 
only a knife but captured an enemy commando. Such stories are not rare in that 
gateway to the northern border.

SECURITY CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED ALONG NORTHERN BORDER

[Text] Responding to the emulation movement to "Defend the Seourity of the Home- 
land,” the public security forces ami people of the northern border provinces from 
Quang Ninh to Lai Chau, having reviewed and gained experience from the task of 
defending seourity ir 1980, are promoting a movement to protect the seourity of the 
homeland in the new situation. 


In Ha Tuyen the public security forces in the districts of Dong Van, Meo Vac, and 
Yen Minh, aid Company 3 of the mobile protection police battalion, helped the local 
party committees and governmental administrations campaign for the people to step 
up their activities to maintain security and order. The public security policemen, 
along with cadres of the various sectors, went to 14 key villages to help the 
village public security committees create movements to maintain security in the 
villages and hamlets, worked with the people in the fields to increase production, 
ami gave speeches to help thousands of people clearly realise the insidious plots 
and schemes of the Chinese reactionaries. The ethnic minority people positively 
patrolled and defended the border ani the hamlets, and uncovered and struggled 
against the enemy's economic sabotage, psychological warfare, ani espionage activi- 
ties. A number of Beijing lackeys who were spreading false rumors were discovered 
by the people and were promptly suppressed. The people turned over to the local 
governmental administration and public security forces hundreds of enemy leaflets 
andi many “psychological goods.” Two Chinese spies who crossed the border and 
infiltrated the hamlets, intending to surreptitiously oppose the revolution were 
discovered by the ethnic minority people in the high-altitude area along the border, 
who helped the public security police capture them. The people also helped the 
public security police stop dogens of instances of blackmarketeering, arrest a 
number of hooligans, and protect the property of the state and the people. 


In Hoang Lien Son, the public security forces sent cadres and men to the base-level 
units to monitor the land, the people, and the border. The pbulic security police 
in the districts of Muong Khuong and Bat Xat, and a number of other district, over- 
came difficulties, endured hardships, stood firmly in the key areas, resolutely 
campaigned for the people to implement the ethnic solidarity policy, and created 
people's security teams.

MINH HAL PARTY CONGRESS REVIEWS ACHLEVEMENTS, LNDICATES TASKS 
Hanoi WHAN DAN in Vietaamese 16 Apr 81 p 2 


[Article by Phan Quang: “Conditions for Exploiting Potentials as Elicited from 
the Second Congress of Delegates of the Minh Hai Provincial Party Organization” | 


{Text} Compared with other Nam Bo provinces ia the past, the Second Congress of 
Delegates of the Minh Hai Provincial Party Organization was held against «a 
propitious background. Under the effect of the new economic policies of the Party 
Central Committee, many positive factors have emerged such as the peasants’ 
willingness to fulfill the obligation to sell grein and agricultural products at 
reasonable prices vereus the wholehearted efforte of the state to create 
opportunities for peasants to develop production and improve their life. Last 
year Miah Hai sobilised gore than 183,000 tons of paddy, surpassing the nore set 
by the central level and fulfilling the task of collecting the agricultural tax 
for 3} years in «@ row. 





Such a background has made the numerous achievements in other fields more 
conspicuous. Compared with 1976, the rice area of the province has increased by 
25 percent, the rice output--though not yet high-~is better than in the past and 
the gross production has increased by 31 percent. The hog herd has increased by 
21 percent and other products such as subsidiary food crops, sugarcane, soybean 
and coconut have increased by 60 to 400 percent. 


Beginning with a few private enterprises, an industrial network has been shaping 
up to include state enterprises, joint public-private enterprises, artisan 
industry and handicraft cooperatives and work cooperation teams. The machine 
works belonging to the province, some districts and the city have been built and 
many rice mille and installations to produce ice~-which is necessary for 
preserving and processing garine producte--have resumed operation. The building 
materials production sector is still emall but hae been able to create the first 
installations. The state has invested rather substantially in the building of 
material-technical bases such as the building of sea dikes with a length of over 
900 kms, the dredging of hundreds of kilometers of large and emall canals, the 
setting up of mechanical equipment stations with nearly 500 tractors and so 
forth. A number of state farms have been created and the experimentally built 
cooperatives and production collectives have gradually drawn experiences from the 
new working method. 
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le can be said Chat Minh Hai hase undergone deep changes in comparison with the 
postliberation period, eapecially since the Firat Congress of Delegates of the 
[Provincial] Party Organisation which wae held in March 1977. Owing to the 
development of production, to the stabilisation of life and to the improvements 
made in many fields, thie southermost province has, over the past 5 years, been 
able to help meet the common neede of the fatherland by contributing more than 
half a million tone of paddy, 27,000 tone of pork, live weight, and 70,000 tone of 
fieh and shrimp (excluding the quantity consumed on the spot). Minh Hai isa aleo 
one of the rare southern provinces where the value of the goods sent outside has 
been higher than that of the materials and commodities supplied by the central 
level. 


The outstanding achievements of Minh Hai have demonstrated the rich economic 
potential of the Meking Delta--a reality which hae recently become a controversial 
subject matter. The truth is that the investments have not proven highly 
effective because they have not been very substantial and especially not yet 
concentrated and homogeneous; that most of the existing cadres have been 
transferred from service in the war of resistance and are, therefore, not 
conversant with economic management and scientific-technical matters; that 
neocolonialist vestiges are still rampant in the newly Liberated areas because the 
new production relationships have not yet been established; that party and 
government installations are still weak or newly eetablished in many areas; that 
many economic policies have not yet proven satisfactory and that natural 
conditions are not always favorable every year and everywhere. Therefore, the 
abovementioned achievements are very significant. Though the contribution of a 
half-million tons of paddy to help meet the common demand constitutes a great 
achievement, what is more grandiose and has a deeper weaning is that Minh Hai has 
clearly realized its own scope and strength as well as the need to create the 
essential conditions for enabling thie nature-favored land whose many 
possibilities have not yet been exploited to produce ever @ore material wealth and 
moral value for tne sake of the happiness of the 1.2 million provincial population 
and the @ore than 50 million compatriots throughout the country. 


By comparing the recent congress with the previous one, Minh Hai has drawn 
beneficial experiences. At the previous congress, enthusiasm stemmed mainly from 
the great victory constituted by national reunification and provincial merge which 
opened up vast vietas but such enthusias@ did mot have many practical 

foundations. At present, all sources of joy and worry have been put to test 
through realities, thus providing a more scientific food for thought. At the 
previous congress, many people extolled potentials in a general manner and hardly 
took difficulties into consideration but at the recent congress, delegates 
carefully debated difficulties and opportunities. A few years ago, not a few 
comrades believed that revolutionary seal might replace managerial experience and 
ecientific knowledge but many of them have now clearly realized that wishful 
thinking ad enthusiasm alone do not suffice and that objective laws must also be 
taken into account (thie shift hae aleo been initially materialized by the 
composition of delegates attending the recent congress). The two party 
organizations in (former) Ca Mau and Bac Lieu have had a tradition of valiant 
struggle but, right after the liberation day, party bases were not yet evenly 
established and, generally speaking, not yet prepared to enter «a new revolutionary 
stage; in addition, conditions were not yet ripe for the cadres’ and party 
members’ shortcomings to come to the fore. Over the past 4 years, nearly 2,700 new 
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party members were accepted while a number of unqualified persone were expelled 
from the party; the contingent of cadres of various types including Leading 
cadres, managerial cadres and ecientific~technical cadres as developed both 
quantitatively and qualitatively while party bases have evenly spread everywhere. 
Though there remain many things to be done, the initial step of the party 
organisation toward maturity ie «a highly important factor guaranteeing the 
leadership over the execution of the political task in the future. Since Min Hai 
is a new land which had gone through a protracted war of resistance, ite 
administrative organization and boundaries under the former regime were broad and 
often subjected to the vicissitudes of history. The province has now aplit ite 
districts and villages: che former 6 districts have been divided into 12 new 
ones, the former 66 villages into gore than 200 new ones and the former 7 towns 
into 14 new ones. Deployed on the basie of these new units, and under more 
favorable conditions, the administrative apparatus hae tackled the task of 
building and developing the economy and strengthening national defense and social 
security. 


The abovementioned changes occurring between the two congresses have also shown 
the obvious progress made by the Minh Hai Provincial Party Organization and will 
enable the province to make headway and fulfill the tasks discussed and decided by 
the recent congress of delegates. 


The problem which caught the attention of the congress was the economic goals to 
be achieved in the next 2 years. The principal norms on the production and 
mobilization of grain and on the exploitation and purchase of marine products were 
discussed rather carefully and modified once or twice before being unanimously 
accepted. This action demonstrated the gradual maturity of the party 
organization. Inetead of readily approving the draft projects submitted by 
planning specialists, the delegates weighed the pros and cons and pondered their 
own capacities before voting by a show of hands. 


The major reports read at the congress dealt with many lively and specific subject 
matters. The secretary of the Gia Rai Distry Party Committee pointed out the 
lesson drawn from Long Dien Dong C--a village which had basically completed 
agricultural cooperativization~-and took it as a basis for clarifying the common 
problems concerning the district as a whole. Gia Rai is a district situated in an 
important rice-growing area; ite gross grain output in 1980 increased by 35 
percent over 1977; over the past 4 years, it mobilized 126,000 tons of paddy and 
the socialist transformation of agriculture had been carried on steadily. 
Nevertheless, the report stated that the achievements made recently were not yet 
commensurate with potentials. The female secretary of the party committee of Tran 
Van Thoi District--one which had a long-standing revolutionary tradition and which 
head contributed « great deal of human lives and wealth to the revolution during 
the two wars of resistance--proposed that decentralization should be quickly 
accomplished for the district and that the high levels should create conditions 
for the district to exploit ite great overall potentials. The secretary of the 
party committee of Phu Tan District--a newly founded one which is situated in a 
remote area of difficult access--suggested that communications and transportation 
means be strengthened and that warehouses be simultaneously and actively built in 
order to prevent inadequate preservation from causing the loss and waste of 

grein. Pointing to the experiences gained over the past few years in arranging «a 
cultivation pattern for the lOth-month agricultural season, the head of the

agricultural service stressed that beside rice, soybean and fresh-water fish play 
an important role in the production pattern because they are suitable for the 
natural conditions of each region. The representative of the marine products 
sector called the congress’ attention to the seasonal character [of fishing}. The 
comrade in charge of the industrial sector in the province dealt with the 
outstanding efforte made by the province in the field of industry, communications 
and transportation to promote agriculture and export more effectively. 


On behalf of the Ha Nam Ninh Provincial Party Organization, the deputy secretary 
of the party committee and chairman of the people's committee of this province 
conveyed to the congress the warm sentiments of the party organization and people 
in this province ae well as their promise to join forces to exploit Minh Hai's 
great potentials in the interest of the whole nation. Over the past few years, 
though the number of laborers (transferred to Minh Hai] wae not quite large, Ha 
Nam Ninh Province has sent many cadres to form a strong framework in Minh Hai and 
has established the first bases for the building of a number of state farms 
specialized in rice cultivation. If due attention is given, these cadres and 
bases will become an important factor contributing to the economic develupment of 
this headland. 


The congress unanimously decided to achieve 1 million tons of paddy in 1982--25 
percent up over 1980--, to mobilize from 300,000 to 350,000 tons [of paddy) and to 
purchase 20,000 to 22,000 tons of pork, live weight, and 28,000 tons of maritime 
products including 8,500 tons of shrimp. Efforts will be made to open 20,000 
hectares of new land yearly in the next 2 years and, by the end of 1982, to 
collectivize about 25 to 30 percent of the cultivated area mainly under the form 
of production collectives. 


Minh Hai is a large province with more than 450,000 hectares of arable land most 
of which have been used to grow only one crop per year. There etill remain as 
many as 250,000 hectares of new land to be opened and exploited under relatively 
favorable conditions which will make it possible to quickly commission them and 
achieve economic effectiveness soon. With a Length of more than 300 kms, the 
province's seashore lies half in the east and half in the west and its sea area is 
a rich source of shrimp and fish which can oe caught all the year-round. Minh Hai 
possesses a number of installations to proc:ss marine products for export. 
Extending over 150,000 hectares, its "duoc" [Duwowces] and cajeput [tramf| forests 
constitute a unique resource which has not only an economic value but also the 
effect of preserving humidity and water, regulating the climate and promoting 
agriculture and life. For these reasons, the struggle goals for the next 2 years 
are rather positive and represent a fairly high rate of yearly development (12 
percent for grain production) but are based on realistic data. 


To achieve such objectives, it is necessary to solve a series of problems 
concerning material-technical bases, management and science and also to obtain an 
appropriate assistance from the central level and to include the local level to 
exert great efforts. A topic earnestly discussed by the congress was the need to 
build strong and stable installations and to modify the working methods of various 
levels and branches. As pointed out by the congress resolution, apart from its 
considerable achievements, Minh Hai is still afflicted with shortcomings and 
restrictions in some respects. Beside other objective causes which are also 
common to many other areas, the congress laid special emphasis on its own 
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shortcomings such ae the failure to thoroughly understand party lines and policies 
and to grasp economic laws, the manifestation of subjectiviem and impatience and 
the violation of the principle of democratic centraliem in the leadership 
exercised by the provincial level, and the lack of a satisfactory internal unity. 
The various party organizations and sectors have aleo carried out resolutions 
freely, unilaterally and not etrictly. 


Therefore, the congress very attentively Lietened and agreed to the reports by 
many delegatee~~including the female comrade responsible for civilian proselyting 
in the province--which pointed to shortcominge and the failure to respect the 
people's right to collective ownership and which proposed practical measures to be 
taken to overcome bureaucracy; the congreee heard aleo the report by the chairman 
of the party organizational committee on the organizational and ideological task, 
the task concerning cadres and so forth. All these problems are highly important 
and will have a decisive effect under the present circumstances in Minh Hai. It 
can be said that--because the interval between the firet and the recent congress 
has been marked by the growth of the Provincial Party Organization which has led 
to great achievements in many fields--it is now necessary to build stable, strong 
and wholesome party organizations, to strengthen unity, to correct the working 
method and, on thie basis, to thoroughly understand and apply the party line and 
to continuously heighten the overall leadership standard and that these tasks are 
obviously the factors which will ensure the achievement of the major goals 
unanimously passed by the recent Congress of Delegates of the Provincial Party 
Organization.

[Text] On 12 June the Council of Ministers issued a decree on regulations concerning 
the awarding artistic titles to artists and art performers in order to encourage 
them to develop their skills to serve the cause of socialist construction and 
national defense.

An examining committee will be appointed to review and investigete recipients who 
are subsequently disqualified and to make recommendations to the premier for the 
retraction of the awarded titles.

{Text] To encourage scientific and technological researchers, writers, artists 

and composers to make ever greater contributions to the cause of socialist construc- 
tion and national defense, the Council of Ministers issued a decree on 12 June 
announcing the creation of a Ho Chi Minh Prize and a state prize. The decree 
points out: 


The Ho Chi Minh Prize and the state prize are to be rewards for outstanding achieve- 
ments in the scientific and technological field--including social science, natural 
science and technical science--and for literature and art. All scientific and 
technological research works--including basic, applied and developed research-- 
textbooks for various schools, literary and art works, and theoretical and critical 
research works which have been conducted or put into use under the forms of 
publication, architecture, exhibition, stage performance, films, radio and tele- 
vision broadcasts, lectures, phonograph records, and so forth, are all eligible for 
the prizes. 


All research works that have been made public or put into use since the founding 
of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam are eligible for these prizes, if qualified, 
after our consideration. The prizes can be awarded to a part or a complete set 
of the work as well as to an individual or collective project done by Vietnamese 
nationals, including those living abroad. They can also be awarded to foreigners 
whose research and literary or art works are beneficial to Vietnam.

INCREASED ATTENTION URGED POR LOTH-MONTH RICE IN MEKONG 
BKL11119 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 2300 GMT 10 Jun 81 
[NHAN DAN 1] June editorial: “The 10th-Month Crop in the Mekong Delta") 


[Summary] "The LOth-month rice crop accounts for over half of the annual rice 
production volume." Varioue responsible sectors and localities, however, have 
normally belittled the importance of the crop--especially during the few yeare 
following liberation--to pay more attention to the winter-epring and eummer~fall 


crops. 


"The weakest point of the l0th-month crop cultivation in the Mekong River Delta 
lies in the intensive cultivation.” The backward and ordinary method of trans- 
planting the rice without fertilizing and caring for it afterwards still prevails, 
especially in the sones where wet rice is planted. As a result, the 10th-month 
rice yield has not considerably increased. Nevertheless, last year's crop yield 
was good due to the favorable weather conditions, regular rainfall throughout the 
crop season and some initial improvement of leadership over production.” 


Peasants in the Mekong River Delta have accumulated many rich experiences in the 
cultivation of the 10th-month crop which is considered a main crop of the year. 
Depending on the conditions of water conservancy projects and soil in each locality, 
an appropriate method of planting the 10th-month rice is applied. 


“Our cultivation method will not be stable if we belittle the long-standing habits 
and experiences in cultivating more than 1.4 million hectares of arable land 
annually planted to the l0th-month rice while the area of the winter-sepring and 
summer-fall rice has increased only to nearly 900,000 hectares." 


Since the intensive cultivation and the expansion of cultivated areas by multi- 
cropping and reclaiming virgin land constitute the fundamental guideline for 
developing agriculture in our country, we must implement some effective cultivation 
measures in a uniform manner. The cultivation of the 10th-month crop must be 
stabilized and the existing 10th-month rice area must be extensively and intensively 
cultivated. 


“High crop yield can be achieved if the crop is properly fertilized and cared for 
and an appropriate crop cultivation pattern is used on each type of soil.” 


The agricultural program has divided the Mekong Delta into six major areas, 
depending on the characteristics of irrigation and soil. Plans should be formu- 
lated for developing the 10th-month rice crop in each area through an appropriate 
system of rotating crops.

AGRICULTURAL SITUATION IN SELECTED PROVINCES UPDATED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 14 Apr 81 pp 1,4 


| VNA News | a "Quang Nam-Da Nang Harvests Winter-Spring Rice Rapidly and 
Efficiently” 


[Text] The winter-spring rice in Quang Nam-Da Nang Province is ripe. The coopera- 
tives have harvested more than 12,000 hectares. The province's average productivity 
is about 28 to 29 quintale per hectare. Dien Ban District attained 40 to 45 
quintals per hectare, and yields of 70 quintals per hectere were attained on some 
fields in Hoa Tien Village. Dwarf gutinous rice attained 60 quintals per hectare. 
The villages of Dai Quang, Dai Nghia, and Dai Phuoc, attained yields of 58 to 60 
quintale per hectare. The cooperatives are concentrating on harvesting winter- 
spring rice rapidly and efficiently, while also preparing in all ways to put out the 
spring-summer rice crop. Five thousand hectares have been dry-plowed. Many 
cooperatives harvest rice in the morning ani in the afternoon prepare the soil for 
the transplanting of spring-summer rice. The districts of Dien Ban, Hoa Vang, Dai 
La, Duy Xuyen, etc., have prepared and brought to the fields hundreds of thousands 
of tons of manure and have sown sufficient rice seedlings for that crop. Although 
unfamilar with growing summer-fall rice, a number of bases in Thang Binh, Tam Khy, 
and Que Son have made good preparations. Tam Ky has transplanted more than 50 
hactares and dry-plowed nearly 600 hectares. Thang Binh has sown nearly 65 tons of 
seeds to grow rice seedlings. The entire province is going all-out to transplant 
20,000 hectares of spring-summer rice, thus assuring 25 percent of the annual 

out put. 


During the past 3 months Dong Nai Province has cleared more than 3,000 hectares of 
land, to be brought into production during the summer-fall season. 


The districts of Chau Thanh, Tan Phu and Xuyen Moc, which have the largest waste- 
land areas in the province, took advantage of sunny weather and organized mecha- 
nised forces combined with manual labor, in which manual labor plays the principal 
role, to cutting down vegetation, remove roots, and level surface areas in order to 
bring the land into production. Because it made good use of water from the Xoai 
River reservoir, Long Dat District was able to bring into summer-fall production 
more than 150 hectares which were previously water-deficient. 
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The localities in the province have also guided people who have come from other 
places to build new economic sones in building housing and clearing wasteland in 
correct acoormdance with the combined agrioultural-forestry production plans and in 
avoiding the haphosard destruction of forestea. The Xuyen Moo new economic sone dis- 
triot and Cay Gao Village used local labor forces and implements to add hundreds of 
new land, 


Ae they clear wasteland to expand their acreage, the localities bulld area dikes and 
field dikes to retain water, and build rural roads to those production areas. The 
district guided the arrangement of appropriate crop structures for each newly re- 
Claimed area. 


During the early spring season, Lang Son enoountered drought at the beginning of the 
season. Ite land was dry and hard and ite soil-preparation pace slowed down. The 
more than 160 tons of seed rice sown at the end of February 1961 were affected by 
prolonged cold wind. The rice seedlings developed slowly, and some of them died and 
had to be replanted two or three times. But with determination to have a victorious 
spring season, and creating a new spirit in agricultural production, the entire pro- 
vinee is concentrating on stepping the pace of production and on keeping up with 
the seasonal schedule. By the end March the procince as a whole had planted 
14,951 hectares, equal to 80 percent of the acreage plan norm and an increase of 
about 23 percent over the same period last year; sown or transplanted more than 
7,000 hectares of spring rice; planted 215 hectares of soy » double the area at 
the same time last year; and planted more than 200 hectares of spring peanuts. 

The other crops, such as tobacco, kaoliang, well. A number of cooperatives have 
contracted out rice production to workers and promptly mobilised the labor spirit of 
the cooperative members. Such border districts as Trang Dinh, Van lang, ani Coa 
Loc, which must produce under the condition of continually having to cope with the 
destructive acts of the Chinese expansionists, have still bee: able to attain their 
cultivated area norms. Because they have been well tended, the various crops have 
developed well and there are prospects for high output.

EDI TORLAL STRESSES DEVELOPMENT OF HANDICRAFT, ARTISAN LNDUSTRY 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 18 Apr 81 p 1 
[Bdicorial: “Exploit the Great Capabilities of Handicrft and Artisan Industry") 


[Text] The norms set in the 1981 state plan for the value of handicraft and 
artisan industry production represent more than 40 percent of the total value of 
industrial production of the entire country. To achieve these norms, tremendous 
efforts @ust be made. However, the materiale supplied to the sector amount to 
only about 40 percent of the quantity fixed by the state plan. There has been a 
shortage of other material necessities such as electricity, fuel, transportation 
means, grain and eo forth. In the firet months of this year, the signing of 
contracts between customers and production installations has slowed down and, in 
some areas, raw materials have not been delivered though contracts had been signed. 


In view of this situation, many handicraft and artisan industry production 
installations have displayed a high epirit of self-sufficiency, taken the 
initiative in overcoming difficulties, coordinated the plan with the market 
situation. flexibiy shifted to the production of profitable goods, exploited raw 
materials not managed by the state and replaced mechanized production by manual or 
semimechanized production. As a result, the handicraft and artisan industry 
sector throughout the country has carried out the state plan rather satisfactorily 
in the first quarter. In particular, Ho Chi Minh City has overfulfilled the plan 
norms for thie quarter by 2.1 percent. In the provinces and cities, new factors 
have emerged and many good godele of initiative and creativeness have developed. 
The progress made in the first quarter demonstrates that the handicraft and 
artisan industry sector still hase aany real capabilities which can be exploited to 
carry out the yearly state plan. 


In view of the fact that many aspects of our economy are still unharmonious and 
that large-scale industry is still faced with numerous difficulties, boosting 
emall industry to complement lerge industry has an important economic 
significauce. Handicraft and artisan industry is in a strong position to create 
production tools and even consumer and export goods. This strong position 
manifests itself first through the ability to overcome difficulties by taking 
appropriate measures. If there is a shortage of electricity, handicraft and 
artisan industry installations are able and have the conditions to rapidly shift 
from mechanized to manual and semimechanized production and also to fully use the 
electricity output and the periods of power supply. If the materials supplied by 
the state run short, small industry has the necessary conditions for exploiting 
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scattered sources of raw materiale ae well ae principal and eubsidiary sources of 
agricultural, forest and marine products and for useing rejects and recycles 
products and are aleo able to better utilise composite caw materiale. If the fuel 
(coal, gasoline, oil...) supplied by the state ie not enough, eany sectors and 
trades may shift gore quickly to the use of other replacement fuels such as 
firewood, dry eprige, peat, baked coal, retrieved coal and so forth. If 
mechanised Craneportation @eane are insufficient, emall industry may shift to the 
uee of rudimentary and iaproved ones. 


If the raw materiale necessary for the production of some kind of goods are 
lacking, emall inetallatione will find it easy to shift to the production of a 
replacement commodity. It will be profitable for emall industry to closely 
coordinate the plan with the market situation, to correctly apply the 
three-interest principle, to vigorously develop handicrafts within the 
agricultural sector and to step up the production of export goods so as to be 
able, in return, to import raw materials and equipment to promote reproduction. 


The possibility of further developing handicraft and artisan industry is « 
realistic one. To make the most of this possibility, the handicarft and artisan 
industry sector must be positively aided by the etete and supported by other 
branches of the national economy. It is necessary to strictly implement the 
production incentive policies which have been promulgated. In the spirit of the 
Sixth Resolution of the party Central Committee (Plenum) and the 26th Resolution 
of the Political Bureau, it is simultaneously necessary to promulgate new specific 
policies aimed at further stimulating production, consolidating the collective 
production relationships and steering private and individual economic elements and 
household auxiliary trades toward an appropriate development trend. It is 
essential to readjust the purchase prices and contract-manufacture prices of 
handicraft and artisan industry goods in accordance with production conditions and 
specific expenditures. On the other hand, efforts quet be exerted to improve the 
system of supplying raw materials, equipment, building materials and trans~ 
portation means; to create more favorable conditons for production installations 
to exploit and purchase raw materials, fuel and supplies not managed by the state; 
to improve the system of providing grain and certain essential goods for 
handicraftemen and to abolish cumbersome procedures in providing material 
conditions for production.
